the canal—that he was opposed to the claim 
of Wisconsin to the northern portion of our 
State—that he was in favor of repealing the 
Mormon charters, and, if elected, would re~ 
commend their repeal—that he considered Jo 
Smith an imposter and a great scoundrel. 
This certificate then goes on to state that Dun~ 
can charged Ford with having ceucealed these 
opinions in the north. ‘These certificates do 
Dot state whether Ford denied this charge of 
Duncan—they go on to accuse Ford with de~ 
pying thathe had any interest in the canal— 
that the extreme north and extreme south of 
the State ought to unite against the centre,

with making some bargain for the purpose of 
getting himself into Wisconsin, which Ford 
denied, &e, 

This is the substance of this certificate. We 
learn that this certificate was got up in Mount 
Carmel at the instance of Gov. Duncan, and 
is onty one among a host of others which have 
been sent in such parts of the State as it was 
supposed they would do Ford the most inju~ 
ry. This Mount Carmel certificate is signed 
by the most thorough blue-light Federal 
whigs—it was not published at Mount Carmel! 
but it was sent up here to Simple Sim, who 
putit out in circulars, and distributed 4 or 
5000 of them all along the line of the canal, 

Parts of this statement are doubtless truo, 
Judge Ford never claimed to he the canal 
candidate. He claims to be the firm friend of 
the canal. He has always declared himself 
every where {o this effect, and also tht he 
was against running the State in debt any 
further for the canal or for any other purpose. 
Tle has also every where declared himself in 
favor of repealing such parts of the Mormon 
charters as are inconsistent with justice and 
equal rights; and of putting the Mormons on 
the same footing as all other citizens.

On leaving the 
Squire’s office the leader of this mob slipped 
up behind asbrother of mine, with whom I 
was walking, and in one blow with a heavy 
loaded whip struck him os dead ot- my feet. 
While in the act of striking a second blow 
aimed at my brother's head, I sprung upon 
the assailant to prevent the blow, (reader 
what would you have done?) This was the 
fight alluded to in the Journal. The person 
who made the attack, in the manner as stated, 
though a peace-officer at the time, could nex 
ver be brought to trial, indictment after indict- 
ment was found by-Grand Jury after Grand 
Jury, but they were all quashed. I, howe- 
ver, Was tried for preventing this same pers 
son from beating out the brains of my bro- 
ther before my eyes, and by a jury of six (not 
twelvo as stated mn the Jonrnal) before Esquire 
Moffett was found guilty of « breach of the 
peace and fined three dollars. This I regarded 
as very strange justice, and in the heat of the 
moment, declared that I would rather be 
tried by 0 tyrannical despot than such ajury.

Feviow-Citizens:—At the solicitation of 
my friends I have determined to decline be- 
ing a candidate for Representative, and to ask 
your support for the office of Senator of San~ 
zamon county, The opportionment law, pas- 
sed by the Jast legislature declares that “the 
county of Sangamon shall be entitled to four 
Representatives and one Senator,” and the 
counties of Menard, Logan and Mason to 
one Senator, &e. 

By this Jaw, it appears that Sangamon 
county is entitied to one Senator and four 
Representatives.

I contend that un- 
der this law the People of Sangamon county 
have a right to elect aSenator. In Cook and 
Lake counties, where a similar state of things 
exist, the People are running a candidate for 
Senator; also in Greene and some other coun- 
ties. 

On the meeting of the Legislature it will 
be for the Senate to decide the principle of the 
Inw, for each House is to judge of the quali- 
fications of its own members, 

Reuben Harrison, of Richland, has announ- 
ced himself as a candidate for the same office, 
who appears to dovbt his right to a seat if 
elected. I do not doubt the right of the Peo- 
ple to elect a Senator, and, if elected, shall 
strenously contend for my own right to the 
seat, 


T shal! only add, fellow-citizens, that if 
sustained by your suffrages, and admitted to 
a seatin the Sepate, Ishall at all times be the 
representative of the whole people, and shall 
devote my whole time to their best interests, 

T am in favor of selling the canal and conal 
lands to a company. It friends say that by 
such policy the canal debt can be paid, and 
the canal finished. Lam in favor of selling 
the State stock in bath of our banks, which 
amounts to three millions of dollars; and T 
am for selling out all our rail roads, all our 
lands, ond all other property pertaining to 
the rail roads, for the purpose of reducing our 
State debt.

I am in favor of altering our several laws 
0 a8 to have all lands advertised for taxes in 
the name of the actual owner instead of the 
patentee. 

As regards a division of the county, T shall 
be governed, as in all other cases, by the wish- 
es of a majority of the people. 

Tom in favor of economy and retrenchment 
by our Legislature; and if elected will do 
every thing in my power to reduce the expen- 
ditures of the Statc—to curtail the salaries of 
officers and members of the Legislature, who 
should serve for two dollars aday at the high- 
est.

.Our Inst gave but a faint sketch of the vis- 
it of tho distinguished statesman who has 
filled so large a space in his country’s histo- 
ry for the last ten years, and who is the on- 
ly President who has honored our city or 
state with his presence. The procession of 
horsemen and long train of carriages from 
Barry's Point to Chicago was a very impo- 
sing one, and the music was of the richest 
order, although its sound could not reach oy- 
er half tho long procession. Our streets 
were crowded in the most compact manner; 
and when Mr. Van Buren entered the pub- 
lic square, it was literally covered with peo- 
ple anxious to see and hear he little magi- 
cian,” whom tho whig orators had represen- 
ted ns only four feet and seven inches high 
and the greatest fop in the country.

not anticpated eesieeds but what he ad 
tyfondit M he left home. Curiosi- 
'Y anc interest in the country through which 
ho had passed, increasing at every stop, had 
conducted hint, through by far the greatest 
part of the Union, to this remote but very in- 
teresting portion of it, and never had tho fa- 
tigue inseparable from so long a journey been 
moro amply and agreeably repaid. 

Ofour city he could not as yet speak from 
personul observation, excopt from the henlth- 
ful obviously improving coudition which it 
presented in passing through its principal 
streols, but from the concurring testimony of 
disinterested persons far and near, he enters 
tained the highest opinion of its prospects. — 
A town which competent observers pronouns 
ced to be in a thriving condition, in times like 
these, bad nothing to appreciate from the fu- 
ture, It was proof positive that its position 
had been wisely chosen and thnt it wanted 
only the restoration to its patural condition 
toexhibit results that would satisfy the most 
sanguine expectation of its friends and foun- 
ders. Jt had offorded unfeigned pleasure to 
hear from so many sources and to find it con 
firmed by personal observation thatour young 
and promising city continued to breast the 
adverse current of tho times, and to advance 
steadily in its destined careor of prospority. 

Tt had been his good fortune, as the mayor 
had observed, to pass extensively through Ill- 
inois, not in ono direction only but in several, 
and to view the fertile fields, tne early and 
great advancements in agriculture which its 
citizens had made, and the eminently favor- 
able condition in whicha kind Providence had 
placed them. ‘The only State ia the Union 
which was bounded onone side by the great 
lakesand on the other by the father of was 
ters, intersected by a river (the Illinois) the 
extent, beauty and capacity of which were 
but little understood by their eastern breths 
ren, with a soil ag fertile as ony that can bo 
found on the faco of the earth, and a people 
hardy, industrious, temperate and enterprise 
ing, Providence seemed to have left nothing 
undono to secure tho rapid and permanent 
advancement of this State. 

It had indeed but ono difficulty to contend 
with, and of that his Honor, the Mayor, had 
spoken in a candid, manly and becoming 
manner, as well in relation to its creation a 
its consequences. 

The experience of all mankind had shown, 
that a Inrge public debt operated every where 
and under all circumstances as a nationnl 
blight ofthe most pernicious character. ‘The 
merits or demerits of the objects for which it 
had been contracted and success or failure 
in their accomplishment with the greater or 
less, severity of their taxation necesssary to 
satisfy the forbearance of the public creditors 
might aggravate or mitigate the sufferings of 
the people but could not remove the evil. It 
had in this case confessedly paralyzed the 
energies ofa great and otherwise powerlul 
State. He had heard this difficult subject 
much spokon of in his passaye through thie. as 
well as other indebted States. It occupied 
the minds of all thinking people and was trea 
ted without reserve whereever he hnd been. 
He had seen exhibitions of the keenest regret 
fat past follies, much confusion and embars 
rassment in the opinion of men in relation to 
the measures of relief to be adopted, and he 
must add not a littl despondency on the part 
of well disposed citizens; buthe felt it bis du- 
ty to say, and be took great plensuro in do- 
ing 0, that in one of tho indebted states 
through which he had passed, in the freeand 
familine conversations which he had held 
with people in almost every condition in life, 
had he met with a single individual who fa- 
vored the repudintion of a public debt’ which 
ho believed had been honestly and legally 
contracted. ‘The mayor, he said, pointed to 
the true course to be pursued. It was, not to 
despnir; but, trusting to the favor of Provi- 
dence and their exertions, to look their diffi- 
culties manfully in the face, to elect prudent 
and discreet men to the legislrture, to over- 
look all minor considerations and apply their 
united energiesto redeem the State from the 
evils which extravagance and reckless legis- 
Intion had brought upon it. ‘The evil resul~ 
ting from tho existence of the debt, even 
without attempting to discharge the accru- 
ing interest, was severcly felt in the check 
which it had given to emigration (o the State. 

Tt was, be said, known to all, that western 
emigrants now passed Illinois by thousands 
on that account unly. Were it not for tho 
existence of the debt and apprehension of the 
future they could scarcely desire to go be- 
youd this State, 

The debt, then, wasan injury which oper- 
ated alike upon the whole State and its remo- 
val an object of equal solicitude to all her 
citizens. Ho feared that we would never be 
able to prevent the millions of acres of heau~ 
tiful prairie, which now invited the labor of 
the busbandman, from remaining unimprov~ 
ed, vntil this check to emigration was re- 
moved. Fortunately, the resources of the 
State are great. A’ large portion of the 
debt, which had been unwisely contracted in 
subscribing for bank stock, was, he under- 
stood, ina situation to be cancelled without 
injury or injustice toany one, The State 
owned an immense quantity of most valuable 
land which he was informed would, upon 
what might under the circumstances be re- 
garded asa fair valuation, go far to satisly 
half the debt. Itmight be left to the option 
of the public erediturs, who would find it their 
interest to be reasonable, to take them in 
discharge of their debts. Itis believed, he 
found, by many of our wisest citizens, that 
in this way and by the application of all the 
meansrt the disposal of the State, the pres- 
ent debt might be brought with such,n a rea- 
sonable compass ns to cause neither incon- 
venience or concern, nnd the credit of tho 
State be restored, Projects of that charac- 
ter, which were atleast plausible, bad been 
put forthand read with interest by him, as 
being upon a subject of vital importance; 
one in which every citizen, wherever situa- 
ted, could not fail to feel an interest. 

It would be then, and he feared then only, 
that successful efforts would be made for the 
completion of the great work to which the 
mayor had alluded; a work which might tru- 
ley be said tobe scarcely 2nd in importance 
to any and in the compietion of which Now 
York, Massachusetts nnd the surrounding 
states, if not the whole Union, had a great 
and pernament interest.

On Sunday, he atten- 
ded church at three diferent places accor- 
ting as invitations wero first extended to 
him. 
_ Monday morning, July 4th. was ushered 
in by firing of cannons at day break. At 
9 o'clock, all the sabbath school childron— 
bumbering rising suven hundred, formed a 
Procession through our city and passed Mr 
Van Buren standing in front of the City Ho- 
tel. After this long procession had passed 
him, he continued for 14 hours in shaking 
hands and conversing with the people who 
Hockied togetber from all parts of the coun- 
ry. 

Mr. Van Buren was then taken into an 
open barouche with Mr Paulding, late Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Judgo Pope, of the U. S. 
Cireuit Court, and Col. Prentiss, Marchal of 
the State, Next came the revolutionary 
pensioners. Then came the Chicago Caval- 
ry, a beautiful company which surprised 
every ‘Ono by its superior horsemenship and 
perfection in every variety of cavalry tac- 
tics. This company is made up of the most 
promising and deserving young men in our 
city, and we are proud to sco it succeed so 
wellon soshort a drill. ‘The Montgomery 
Guards, Capt. Kelly, made up of the worthy 
aons of the Emerald Isles, absorbed no small 
share of public attention in the procession 
and we want words to express our high sense 
of their excellent appearance. ‘Their uni 
form is an admirable one and their acquain~ 
tance with military discipline was a subject 
of general encomium. ‘The whole Washing- 
tonian Society with its badges, the whole 
Mechanics Institute with its badges, the 
whole Young Men's Association with its 
badges, with the citizens in general, spun out 
the procession beyond all account. whilst 
men women and children were thronging the 
side walks, moving with the mighty proces- 
sion and giving our streets from one end to 
the othe: the appearance ofone compact 
and mammoth mass having tho appearance 
of motion only at the extremes, 

Such a day, as well as such a multitude, 
Chicago nevor saw before. Nor did we ev- 
erexpect tosee such, Where the people 
came from and where thoy were it is impossi 
ble to tell, but every tavern was full to the 
overflowing, This gigantic procession crow: 
ded its way through our city in almost every 
direction and finally wound up at the Pres- 
byterian church, which could not begin to 
bold the people, but where those who could 
get inhenrd an eloquent, learned and patri- 
otic address from Mark Skinner Esq. which 
was equally praised for its learoing and 
sound doctrines. After the address wasde- 
livered, the President again repaired to the 
City Hotel where hundreds of men, women 
and children pressed their way to him and 
shook hishand. In the evening, in compli- 
ance with a very general invitation, many 
gentlemen and ladies met Mr. Van Buren 
atthe house of Judge Brown, where there 


were music and dancing and all the good 
things io life with beauty, fashion, gavety, 
wit, &c. &e. in plenteovs profusion. Were 
the Judge to give this parly over again, we 
do notsee how he could better it. 

In passing over the proceedings of this 
day wo may haye mentioned some things 
out of their order and may have omitted 
some things, but not intentionally. ‘To inke 
notice of everything upon so important a 
day, honored By the presence of so distin- 


single individual. We eannot, however, ro- 
froin from complimenting the gallant and 
public spinted young men of the Chicago 


pleasantly; and we hope their encourage- 
ment to future effort will be liberally increas- 
ed by public patronnge. Sure we ure that 
nothing will be wanting on their part to ren- 
der themselves profitable upon every public 
occasion to the enjoyment of our citizens 
and also an honor to our corporation, 

Mr. Van Buren may have been received 

with greater display in othet places, but in 
no one of the size of Chieago nnd in no one, 
however large, with warmer hearts. We 
never saw such perfect enthusiasm in behalf| 
of any one man in all our lives and no one 
could ask or expect more. 
At llo'clock. the next day, he received 
calls from the ladies votil a very late hour, 
and up to the time of his leaving, his room 
was crowded with people of all classes, 
many of whom had come an immense dis- 
tance to see him. 

At 74 PM, ho wastaken to the Great 
Western. around which the people had 
flocked in a dense crowd to take their Inst 
farewell. And,at 8, the boat left with its 
band playing delightfully and the people by 
thousands, men, women and children, throng- 
ing the wharves and piers and sending up 
the loudest and most rapturous cheers,
